The new policy extends to all 
portions of the higli school district. 
Borne of the other outlying districts 
where no public transportation was 
provided, have been receiving free 
bus transportation. These will now 
pay the uniform 6-cent rate. The 
difference between this rate and that 
charged by tlie railway company to 
outlying districts will be made up 
by the high school district. 

This solution of the problem was 
what the Sierra Madre patrons have 
been contending for us the only 
equitable method. Aften considerable 
discussion the matter was referred 
by the high school board to the 
county counsel. He rendered an opin¬ 
ion that the district could pay part 
V all of the transportation cost of 
the pupils. No action resulted and 
as the time for school approached 
repeated inquiries brought no as¬ 
surance of a final ilecision. 

So many parents inquired of the 
News as to the high school fare 
problem that inquiry was made of 
school officials who replied that no¬ 
thing liad been done and it was not 
known when a decision would be 
made. The News then telephoned 
Dr. John F. West, city superintend¬ 
ent of Pasadena .schools. He replied 
he knew of no decision by the board 
and promised to investigate at once. 
Later he telephoned that one of the 
board members promised to take the 
matter up for consideration at the 
Monday meeting, and Dr. West said 
he would insist upon a definite de¬ 
cision at that time. Secretary Gruit 
j^us notified of the conversation and 
^ arranged for the appearnace of the 
Sierra Madre delegation. 


With all hands working in close 
cooperation, the work of putting the 
lodge room of the new Masonic tem¬ 
ple in shape for the dedication next 
Wednesday night is proceeding rap¬ 
idly.

The ceremonies will begin at eight 
o’clock. Because of the community 
pioneers’ picnic it was thought best 
not to serve a dinner that night as 
had been planned. 


Sierra Madre patrons of the public 
library have borrowed 36,969 books 
during the last year, according to 
the report of Miss Lulu Moore, lib¬ 
rarian. This is the biggest year’s 
reading in the history of the library, 
which has now been in operation for 
nearly 40 years. The nearest ap¬ 
proach to this number was during 
the year 1923-24 during which period 
32,323 books were borrowed, or 3,636 
less than the year just past. 

Of this number more than 10,000 
were borrowed by children either for 
school work or recreational reading, 
the librarian says. There is a steady 
gain in the use of the library by 
school children and the needs of the 
pupils for reference work is being 
taken into consideration by the mem¬ 
bers of the library board. At pres¬ 
ent the library is subscribing for 61 
magazines, covering a field of liter¬ 
ature, science, fashion, travel and 
history and six of this number are 
devoted ezclu.sively to children’s 
work. 

During the last year approximately 
500 books have been added to the 
library and 100 have been rebound. 
The librarian points out In her re¬ 
port that one of the greatest im¬ 
provements during the year is that 
made on the interior of the building 
which makes it much more attractive 
and draws many more readers than 
it did before the improvements were 
made.

Everything is in readine.s.s for the 
opening of school in Sierra Madre 
on Monday, .Sept. 14, according to 
Miss Elizabeth Steinberger, princi¬ 
pal of the .school. According to Miss 
Steinberger, there will be little 
change in the program for the com¬ 
ing year. The teachers will be the 
■same as la.st year with but one or 
two exceptions and there is no 
change in the arrang-ement of the 
class rooms. 

There is a slightly increa.sed en¬ 
rollment expected this year. Miss 
Steinberger says. Last year there 
were 425 pupii.s enrolled during the 
first week of school and the number 
this year is expecte<i to be increased 
to 450. The principal especially 
stre.sses the necessity of starting the 
children in at the very’ beginning 
this year as delayed enrollments not 
only retards the pupil who is left out 
but .sets the entire .school back. There 
has been considerable tendency 
among patrons of the local school 
to return from vacations some time 
after the opening of school, she 
says. 


That Old Settlers’ picnic puts me 
into the “I remember when” class. 
Although I came to Sierra Madre 
to publish this "rug of freedom” 
after the beginning of the new era 
whicli came with the Pacific Electric, 
my persona] knowledge of Sierra 
Madre antedates that u long time. 
For which I am thankful. 

Some of my most vivid hoyliood 
recollections concern the summer of 
1.S94 spent here with my mother at 
the home of her sister, Mrs. Tufts, 
on Grandin avenue (now Montecito.) 
Boy like, I acquired a knowledge of 
the hmdscupe and the life of Sierra 
Madre which would not have come 
with more mature years. During a 
stay of two years in Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia we vi.sited a <lozen other 
places. During the following 14 
years hack in Iowa none lield the 
charm in my memory equal to that 
of Sierra Madre. Just what it was 
would be hard to analyze. But 1 
think anyone who ever lived here 
would feel the fascination and find 
it difficult to e.scape. 

Dr. Gilbert Bovard may not thank 
me for mentioning a clear, vivid pic¬ 
ture of him in kilts (juvenile, not 
Seotcli) when he came down with 
his mother ami brother from San 
Francisco to visit with his Grandma 
Tufts. 

•After the Room 

.Sierra Madre was a scattered vil- 
large tlien. The Norris store was in 
a two-story building opposite from 
his present location. I’art of the 
lumber was used to buibl the hou.se 
of Captain Peacock, which stands on 
the site. Andrews & Clerk’s hard¬ 
ware was on the site of the present 
Norris store. Robinson’s grocery oc¬ 
cupied the corner room of the “town 
hall block,” of which Welsher’s gro¬ 
cery is the successor in the same 
building. Martin Olsen’s shoe store 
was in the present Olsen residence 
on South Baldwin. We use<l to take 
our ba.seballs to him to sew the 
covers, playing Dailily Kemp against 
him to save nickels, which were 
scarce. 

These, witli W. D. Osgood’s bluck- 
sinith shop on Mariposa avenue, on 
the site of W. E. Craig’s home, 
completed the business community. 
S. R. G. Twycross with his bus car¬ 
ried the public back and forth from 
the old Santa Fe. Mr. Partridge 
was the agent, but he resigned af¬ 
ter sending out the strike order as 
secretary of the telegrauhers’ union. 

There wasn’t even a barber shop. 
When we wanted a haircut we 
walked to Monrovia—unless we could 
bum a ride to Lamanda Park on 
Dick Rasmussen’s meat wagon. 

Business was nil. The boom of 
’87 had collapsed. The panic of ’93 
was followed by the A. R. U. strike 
of ’94 which tied up all the rail¬ 
roads. Small boys were not the oiny 
ones who .saved nickels where they 
could.
